The city was astir by seven o'clock 
this raornirig for tho opening oxliibi- 
tiou and unveiling of ttie .statun of 
Daniel O'Connoll. Banch are parading 
the atreetH followed by l.irge crowd.s. 
The procOBsion, compoai'd of tradoii, 
will bo mUBtcred in tho Stephen's 
Green at noon. All troops are confined 
to their barrackn. Tho Htatue will bo 
unveiled at one p. in. and opening of 
tho exhibition immediately follows. 

Tho procen.sion of tr.ides was three 
miles long and traversed King'.i bi idgo, 
Capel street and .SackviUo street. 
Goo'd.qrdttr and regularity was kept by 
rnoitntedl 'marshals along the route. 
Tho O'Connell statue was unveiled by 
tho lord Mayor in presence of Parnell, 
Dillon, Daviit and flrav, and a crowd 
estimated at 100,000. The greatest 
onthuBiaam prevailed.

Audacious Robbery of a 
Bank. 

DEATa OF SENATOR HILL, 
Salo of a IToted Somestoad. 

Phovidekck, R. 1., Aug. 13. — 'Ihe 
Spra!iU0 farm and niaiLfion, at Canonchet, 
were suld at auction ti> .i.iy by order of 
Trustee Chaft'ee for 82, '-'50 to Fiank D. 
Moulton, of Now York. Wm. Spraguo 
had partially torn down tho bridges lead- 
ing to tlie place and patrolled the avenue 
leading to tho house armed with a ritlo. 
The auctioneer stood on tho wreck of tho 
bridiio to ciiniplete the salo. 

Kkw.\u.n-i:e, III. , Aug. 15. — Yesterday 
afternoon two men called at tho First 
National Hank in this city and asked per- 
mission to leave !i .sateliol a short time. 
About 6 o'clock, while Cnthier Pratt and 
a lady assistant, iMi.ss Palmer, wore cast- 
ing up, th>3 men knocked on the door and 
asked for tho satchel. Miss Palnior 
opened sho doc r, when ono of tho men 
grabbed her by tho neck and kicked her 
nearly iiisensiLdo. Tho other man rushed 
by her toward tho vault near which Pratt 
was standing, struck him on the head 
with a revolver, knocking him fionaolcsa. 
Pratt and Miss Palmer wore thou forced 
into the vault. Tho men then secured 
about t'JO.OOOs of which .•<(5,000 was in 
gold, and walked out of town. Pratt and 
Miss Palmer, after working over an hour, 
succeeded in breaking tho lock and re- 
leasing thomselvea. ~ Both were badly 
injured. Parties are scouring tho coun- 
try in every direction, with no result up 
to midnight. 

Tho bank robbers were seen this morn- 
ing near Mineral, III. Parties are in pur- 
suit with every prospect of arresting both 
men befuro night. Over 300 men aix> 
scouring in every direction. Mr. Pratt 
and Miss Palmer are in ,n bad shajH.- to- 
day.

London, Aug. 15.— In th? House rf 
Commons tliia evening Philip C:^llan 
member for Loutty, made a complaint re- 
garding the putting aside, at tho instance 
uf the court, of catholic jurors, on tho 
panel during the sitting of tho cumniiss- 
iun at Dublin. 

Hareourt, the Homo .Secretary, accus- 
ed Callan of abusing tho privileges of the 
House by introducing tho subject twice 
in tho same sitting, and .»,aid this waa 
another way iu which certain Irish mem- 
bora place thomaelvoa in hostility to tho 
administration. 

Callan exclaimed repeatedly, "It's 
false." 

Tho . Chairman jumped up and asked 
Callan to withdraw tho imputations. Ho 
refused to do ao, and repeated tho object- 
ionable statement. Tho Chairman thoro- 
upon named Callan, and on motion of 
Gladstone, he waa suspended. 

Alexandeia, Aug. 10.— An encounter 
botwoan the British mounted patrol and 
a party of 5,000 Bedouins occurred thia 
morning near R:uiileh. Five of the lat- 
ter were killed. 

Geneva, Aug. 10.— Dean Goubat, an 
Englishman, loft Sormatt on Friday to 
climb Dont Blaiiathe. All throu were 
found dead, having fallen over a preci- 
pice. 

Dublin, Aug. IC. — Dwyei Clroy, mom- 
ber of Parliament and Proprietor of thu 
Ftvtman's Journal, was to-day sontonced 
to six months imprisonment, and §500 
fino for Contempt of Court in publishing 
the letter of O'Brien, editor of the UnUiil 
Ireland, accusing the jury which convict- 
ed Hinos of the murder of John Doloiii^li- 
ly of being drunk on tho night previous 
to tho day on which the verdict waa yivoii, 
and an article commenting on O Brien 
and Davitt, who wore put out of Couii. 
Grey, after being sentenced, was handed 
over to the Coronor. Tho latter evinced 
some relucianco to take charge of liim, 
but the Judge called on huii to do his 
duty. The Coroner, whose intorvuntion 
was necessary, because Grey was High 
Shentfof the city of Dublin, then con 
voyed the prisoner to Richmond pri.son 
Grey, at tho expiration of his term m'ist 
find surotios for £;")00, and two others f. r 
£200 oai,h. The decision of the Court 
caused a great aen^atioii Gray waa Lord 
Mayor of Dublin f>.r 1880, and was nom- 
inated a second time, for 1881, but de- 
clined the nominatiiin 

CoNsrANTiNOPLB, Autr. 16 — A military 
convention proposed by the porte to Eng- 
land wail as follows- Ttio Turkish troops 
aro to undoriake the pacification of Egypt 
without foreign assistance. Tho Briti.sh 
aro to remain in their recent positions 
and not to participate in the operatimis, 
The Tiirks shali be allnwed to use Alo.x 
andria as a base of oneratiotis, Turks and 
British both tc withdraw after thu pacifi- 
cation of the country. Dufi'erin rejected 
thia draught and submitted another stipu- 
lating that Turkey should not undertake 
operations without tho previous consent 
of the British commander. That British 
officors should bo attached to the Turkish 
headquarters, and that the questiim of 
ovacualion should bo the subject of a 
special coiiimiasijn. It is believed that 
there is no probability of tho porte ac- 
cepting these propositions. 

St. Petersbcko, .-Vug. 10, — Engineer 
Melville and seamen Underuian and No- 
ros, survivors of itui Jeanneite, will to- 
day arrive in Mo.s'jow, where they will 
meet with a grand reception. 

DuBLi.v, Aug. 115. — Lord Mayor Daw- 
son has arranged to call a special meeting 
uf the corporation on Monday, with a 
view to considering measures to secure 
the relosao of Grey. Crowds aro asaem 
bling around the statue <if O'Connell, and 
speechua e.xpreaaing indignation at tho 
sentence are being miido. 

Alexandkia, Aug. 16 —Gen. Sir Gar- 
net Wolseluy, with authority from tho 
khedive, lias issued a proclamation to the 
people of Egypt preaeiii ing aiuiie objects 
tor the Briiioli to restore tliu khedive to 
power. Thoy aro that pracuful inhabi- 
tants will bo kindly treated, inosijues will 
bo respected, and all supplies paid for. 
Gen. Wolaoloy adds that ho will be glad 
to receive all the chiefs who are disposed 
to assist in suppressing the rubellion. It 
is believed that thu hopelessness of the 
struggle is spreading among Egyptians. 
Tho British commander at Fort .Meks has 
received overtures for tire surrender of 
an entire infantry battalion if thoy can 
obtain favorable torma. 

London, Aug. 10.— Callan, member for 
Louth, has given private notice that ho 
will to-morrow call attention to thu sen- 
tence of Grey. Tolcgrains have been sent 
to Irish inerabors at present in Ireland to 
return to Londua to participate in the 
debate. 

Apprehensions regarding the safety of 
the Suez canal having been removed, the 
business of insurance of ships against war 
risks has ceased. 

Alexandkia, Aug 1G.— Gen. '"Voldeley 
held a confereiico to-d.iy with .Vdiiiiral 
Seymour and all the generals. He aiib.-.e- 
queutly visited the khedive. This after- 
noon Gen. VVolaeluy will inspect the 
Riimloih position. 

The correspondent of the Paris Lan 
Unu. has been released. 

Malta, Aug. lli— The transport France 
with a battalion uf the Highland light in 
fantry has arrived. 

Bbxuh, Aug. 16— It is believed that 
the sultan wishes to await tho result ot 
tho negotiations with Arabi Pasha bofore 
he gives his cooaeot to thu military con- 
vonti<ui witli EngUnd. 

Rome, Aug. 15— .Vlinotti Garib.tldi de- 
nies that ho is recruiting for the Egyp- 
tians. Ho says that the difficulties of 
such a work would prevent its acuomplish- 
moQt. 

Madrid, Aug. IG— Tho spirit of tho 
peasantry is bucoming strongly socialistic 
1.1 the provinces since the revolution. 
Th? press says the state cif affiirs is seri- 
ous and roqiiires a prompt remedy and 
relief. 

DcELLN, Aug. 16— The city hall was 
densely crowdo<.l to-day on the occasion 
of tho presentation of the freedom of the 
city to Parnell and Dillon. Nearly ovory 
mayor in Ireland except tho mayor of 
Bolfast waa present. Story, radical mem- 
ber of parliament for Sunderland, and all 
homo rule tnombers wore also preiant. 
Consei-vativo members of tho Dublin mu- 
nicipality wfiro absent. When tho roll of 
the curporatitin waa called, at the mention 
of Groy'a name the audience cheered for, 
several mlnutM, The Lord Mayor de- 



clared Grey's i.entenco wa.s equivalent to 
six months' imprisonment. Ho advised 
tho pooplo to bo careful in their hingii.ige 
as thej' were in tho midst of a great crisis. 
Puvnell, in returning thanks to the cor- 
poration for tho fii;edom of the citj^, .said 
in view of tho recent events it was clear 
that liberty of speech no longer existed 
in Ireland, lie and his as.niciatos, h.ow- 
over, would take oaru to hriii;; tho subject 
before the Commons at "tlio tir,st opportu- 
nity; meanwhile tho Irish party would 
peaceablj- continue to educate, hope and 
govern themselves, and he would ndviao 
thoni to accept whatever reform offered 
while pushing on toward Icgialativo inde- 
pendence. Ho advised tho higher claa.'^ns 
while tho>y had time to join in endeavor- 
ing to bring about tho better state of af- 
fairs. The people could no longer toler- 
atu the Dresent dcgrodation. Dillon 
followed Parnell. He quoted statistics 
showing that Ireland, and . esjiocially 
Dublin, had been oonimorcially injured 
by tho Union. 

Dl'DLIN, .Vug. 10. —Tho fidlowing pro- 
clamation, signed by Mayor Dawsiui.Par 
noli, Dillon and Davitt, has been issued: 
Citizons uf Dublin — Without offerini; any 
comment on tho sentence pasaed upon 
Hon. E. Dwyer Grey, wo deem it our 
duty to invoke the people to maintain 
calmness and a dignified domoanor. Wo 
aro expressing tho wishes of Mr. Gi;iy in 
counseling our fellow-citizens to abatain 
from any gatherinj^a iu the streets that 
might load to a breach of the noaco. Wo 
rtxjuiro only calmness and tem()eraneo in 
tho present emergency. Hundred of thou- 
sands of visitors kept tho peace in Dublin 
yesterday. Let citizens .show equal pru- 
dence and aolf-comiiiand on this occasion. 

Biggar, Shields, T. P. O'Connor, J. J. 
Kelly and Sexton, home rulo niombers of 
parliament attondini; the celebrations, 
started for London to support the motion 
to call an inquiry into the aentence of 
Grey, which como up for debate iu the 
con.mons to-morrow.

Panama, Aug. 5. — News from Peru 
statoa that tho war is becoming oiioof ex- 
termination.

It is said the Lima garrison will 
bo iiiereu.sed from 000 to 11,000 men, 
and that no detachment will be kept iu 
the interior in future. Raidins; parties 
will leave the capital occasimially and col- 
lect a forced loan, and levy on stock, etc. 

Tho revolution in Ecuadur makes n\ow 
headway. 

Great scarcity of corn is causing serious 
trouble at Nicaragua. The dryness of 
thu season threatens a famine in the do 
partmonr of Chiquimala. Tho maize crop, 
upon which the people are entirely de- 
pendent for food, is feared to bo a total 
failure.

Thu 
two woro sure to be seen together, and 
the little bre.ikfiist-. at Park lane wore 
generally made up of the tw i ladies, the 
Prince of W.des, L 'rd L uisdde, some- 
times Messrs. Wu»t and Laiigtry, but 
moro frequently the t|uartet. The Prince 
of Wales behaved with scrupulous pro- 
priety. He had .Mrs. Langtry introduced 
at Sandriiigham House, whoro his wife 
became warmly attached to her. Sho was 
put on an equality with the highest rank 
at the Princess' levees, and was as regu- 
larly received at the court ceremonies as 
the bkiest-blooded of the Vere do Vere.i. 
When he breakfiisted at tho Park l.ine 
villa it uas always known in the Prince's 
household. No iiivalery was permitted, 
MO that 3i andal would havo to strike 
boldly if it struck at all. Probably had 
the Company not contained 
Tiii: MERRV uki'uobate, loud lonsd.vle, 
the prince's caprice would not have ox- 
cited moro than passing wonder. But 
when this young nobleman, whose ex- 
COS3U3 were notorious, wa.s seen in tho 
prince'.'! company, and the Iwo iincnm. 
nioiily atlentivu tu wcineii so beautiful aa 
Mmes. West and Lan^^try, tho society 
lpa[iers wero filled with smirks and grim- 
aces, inuondi OS and suggestions But 
the ladiea, with cmdor and artlessnesa of 
c<5untry breeding;, onjiiyed tho attfliition 
of tho prince and the great people his at- 
tention of cour^<e brought to their feet. 
From breakfast in Park Lane, lawn par- 
lies at Sandringham, and p:irties to the 
theatres, tho intimacy proceeded without 
any ai.parent disturlianco. Photograplis 
of the beauties liegaii to be exposed in 
tho shop window s, and London laughoii 
and .shrugiied its cynical shoulders. Lit- 
ihi of a jiroiiounced sort wa's written for 
the Londmi press, but Englishmen who 
did not dare to exiiresa their opinions or 
informations m Lnndnii ilelugod tho con- 
tineijtal press with tho most piquant in- 
sinuations. Rumors had been current 
for a long tinn- oii the continent before 
they were generally letiiled in Lmiflon 
that iMes,-ra. C 'rownllis West and Li«iit»- 
try had began to discipline their house- 
holds, '1 ho gay little breakfasts were 
broken ujj for a time; but that was aup- 
posed to be b -cause the prince had gone 
lo Palis. In -.fuly, 187'l, liowevor, tho 
relalions culminated ill a scandal. It was 
whispered in all iho clubs that Messrs. 
Langtry and CoriiwiiUis West had insti- 
tuted proceedings f<ir divorce, the Prince 
of Wales and Lord Lon.'sdala being cited as 
co-respondents.

Tho iqiinion uvea 
ill London was divided; the clubs held 
that tho Princo h.ad again fulfilled that 
old law of chivalrio gallantry, and perjur- 
ed himsolf like a gentleman, to shield in 
this instanco a guiltloss woin.tii: f>>r it is 
a reraarkablo proof of the strength that 
prudence and conduct havo as a shield 
tliat no one even cpie-tioned Mrs. Lang- 
try's honesty or faithfulness to her hus- 
band. bliB was gratified by the Prince's 
oxcluaive admiration, but tho Princess 
was just as deeply enamored of her, so 
that while the Prince's favurit-o she was 
not tho Nell Gynne of the court.

Prof. Fritz, of Zurich, who ha.*) studi- 
ed tlui years when floating ice was uiosb 
abundant in the lower latitudes of the 
Atlantic, declares that sun spots and an 
itbundunce of detached icebt-rgH are syn- 
ulironoub. From 1788 lo 1870, epochs 
of raaxiiiiiini sun spots, and thero havo 
been ten such period.s, have been pret- 
ty nearly the years of greatest fretjuen- 
cv of flouting ice. The niaaterH of the 
North GHrniaii line of sieamerp, who, 
having kept detailed account.^ of ice 
met with every monih in the Atlantic, 
show that from I860 lo 18G9 very siin- 
ilur weather, with pretty nearly tho 
.same temperatures, was found, aud 
that enuring these years the greatest 
amount of floating ice was found. 
Now, going back to the cause, the pre- 
sent temperature is not caused by a 
cold Arctic winter, but rather by a 
wanner one, "which has prevailed 
pretty uniformly over the iioi ili Aihiu* 
tic and north western Europe, and 
whicli has dotacheil u larger proportion 
than u«ual of Arctic ice tiidtlK. Suii 
.spots may be made to explain iiiiiu- 
moralile tliiiies olher ihuli inetHoroiogi- 
cmI ones, 'or I grertt many periods of 
human sirue show some coiiicirlenco

with 1788 and eudiiig with I6ti2.
